I am through the walls of this taber­ 
nacle will have to bulge some to hold 
the crowds.” 
And then he prayed: 
“Oil God, if 
they think they can stop you, they; 
might just as well go down to New 
York bay and tell the water to stop 
coming in.

Any­ 
thing but a dull tim e!” 
Sunday “cut loose” at the preachers 
who had criticized him. He lay down 
on his stomach and illustrated God 
crying from heaven for Savonarola, 
Luther, Gipsy Smith, 
Finnev, 
Phil­ 
lips Brooks and Moody to go forth 
and carry revivals through the land. 
He leaped, spun, 
crawled, 
sprinted, 
kicked, mimicked and spat.
